PARIS. — A senior Jewiah for-

weekly, “Le Canard enchainé.” 

The left wing Gaullist said 
that the supply of Mirages to 
Libya in the present circumstan- 
ces “was in total violation of the 
principles aod formal engage- 
ments made by General de 
Gaulle” He said that “at best 
it shows incompetence by offi- 
clals who should have been able 
to forsee Middle East develop- 
ments. At worst, It betrays ut- 
ter contempt for the lives of the 
men and women of Israel.” 

Mr. Aranda said he would re- 
lease documents showing cor- 
ruption In government and the 
first was circulated yesterday. 

Reproduced by bath “Le 
Monde" and “Le Canard En- 
chainé,” the document is a pho- 
tocopy of a letter allegedly sent 
by former Gaullist Party leader 
René Tomasini to Mr. Chalandon 
asking for favourable treatment 
for a certain construction firm.

By disclosing 
them they tntend to involve, com- 
promise and damage the repu- 
tations of certain men who, 
speaking and acting in the name 
of France, serve private and 
commercial interests and abuse 
the nation.”

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Sapir again disavows 
tax rise this year

Finance Minister Plahas Sapir last 
night repeated his pledge not to 
raise indirect taxes this year, 

Replying to a radio reporter's 
query, Mr. Sapir declared: “I re- 
peat what I have stated earlier 
this year — we do not plan to 
imcrease indirect tax rates during 
tne 1972/72 budget year.” 

Mr. Sapir was one of several 
persons sought out for comment on 
the reports, confirmed Tuesday, that 
wide-ranging income tax cuts were 
due next April. According to those 
reports, the Treasury will stand to 
lose IL400m. annually as a result, 
and may therefore seek to compen- 
sate for this by raising indirect 
taxes. 

Mr. Sapir was also asked about 
the possibility of a new levy — the 
added value tax — being introdu- 
ced in Israel He said he is still 


Mi debating the advantages and disad- 


vantages of such a tax, “though, 
frankly, Ε am not anxious for it." 
Mr. Sapir also denied newspaper 
reports that the mandatory Defence 
Loan would be cancelled. 


LOSS OF 11400m. 
As for the potential loss of 


400m. resulting from the easing 
of the personal income tax burden 
{companies will not be affected), 
the Minister confided he was not 
at all certain there would be an 
actuat loss. “The lower tax rates 
will lead to less tax evasion,” he 
said and as a result more money 
wlll come into the Treasury's cof- 
fers. 

He added that the Treasury also 
expects to realize a quick gain of 
1L90m. a year by increasing amounts 
withheld of estimated tax payments 
by persons supplying Government 
agencies with goods or services. 

That plan, disclosed yesterday, 
ealis for withholding 7.5 per cent 
of each bill a supplier presents to 
the Government for payment, as an 
advance on his income tax. At pre- 
sent, only five per cent is with- 
held. Similarly, persons receiving 
dividends and interest will scoa find 
that 33.3 per cent of these pay- 
ments will be held back as a first 
instalment on their income tax, 
instead of the present 27.5 per 
cent. 

Another view on the forthcoming 
Income tax reductions came from 
Professor Michael Bruno of the 
Hebrew University’s Faculty of 
Economies. He said that such αὶ tax 
cut during inflationary periods should 
be effected only if linked with a 
added value tax. "If this ts poli- 
tically impractic2l, then the national 
budget should be cut," Professor 
Bruno concluded.

In related news, it was reported 
Yesterday that two members of 
the Asher Committee on Tax Re- 
form — Messrs. Shimon Eliman and 
Baruch Baer — have resigned from 
the committee.

Meyer Lansky was barred from 
Israel because of the concurrence 
of two factors: a stream of un~ 
favourable information about his 
past pouring into the Ministry of 
interior, and the steadily worsening 
situation of Israel’s 
crime scene.

The banks have a total claim of 
TLi7m. on the firm; the Industrial 
Development Bank claims ILi$m., 
Foreign Trade Iui.6bm. and the Ex- 
port Bank IL2.5m. The first two 
banks, later joined by the third, 
filed the: request for a receiver on 
Monday. 

The banks’ representatives declar- 
ed in court yesterday that Cecil 
Knits' financial condition waz wor- 
sening from day to day, and that 
they did not believe the owners 
would succeed in finding the new 
capital necessary to save it. They 
said the firm's investors had held a 
long session before dawn yesterday 
without producing any results. 

The owners, two of whom — 
Aaron Searl and Yitzhak Leventer 
— were present in the courtroom, 
claimed through their representa- 
tives that there were good chances 
they would find the needed money, 
and that there was no peed hur- 
tiedly to appoint a receiver. In ag- 
reeing to put off his decision for 
another week, Judge 
pointed economist Menahem Goren 
to supervise the firm's operations 
and to authorize all payments.

Mr. Goulden suggested that 
wouwd be a "sensible, prudent and 
practical decision” to abandon the 
arrangements for the fair, which Is 


due to open in four weeks’ time. 


‘ Austrians take

GRAZ, Austria (Reuter). — Tight 
security was in force yesterday 
when an Israeli sports team — the 
first to travel abroad since the 
Munich massacre — arrived here 
to compete in ἃ workers’ sports 
festival.

At Quang Tri City, the South 
Vietnamese command reported that 
reinforcements trying to reach the 
estimated 400 Marines Inside the 
walled fortress were hit by 1,400 
rounds of artillery and mortar fire. 


Backed by their own artillery fire 
and air strikes, the reinforcements 
were still 500 metres away from

THE PATIENT CAME FIRST 


Wax he died 30 days ago, τῆς ᾿ 
Moshe Soroka was stilt being ; - 
called the “youngest person” in the 
Histadrut's Kupat Holim. This de- 
Spite the fact that he had com- 
pleted 50 years in Kupat Holim — 
mainly as director of the organiza- 
tion which serves ithe medical needs 
of two-thirds of ali Israelis — and 
he was only one year short of his 
70th birthday. Opinions about his 
“youth,” therefore, had little to do 
with his actual span of years, and 
not even to his physical condition, 
for he had suffered from a heart 
condition for a considerable time, 
but to something entirely different. 

He had an open mind, a critical 
mind, and not only was he not im- 
patient with different opinions, but 
he actually sought them out. He 
was also ready to change his view- 
points to meet changing conditions, 
to meet the challenge of the times. 
And it was this fact, his ability to 
produce a solution which went 
against the grain of the deeply ideo- 
logical entrenched old-fashioned s0- 
cialists which made him ἃ focal 
point for criticism. But his most 
ardent critics limited their critic- 
ism to his ideas and did not at- 
tack the man. 

He was always firm on one point 
which can best be characterized by 
ἃ conversation I once heard in his 
office. The phone rang, and after 
the usual greetings, Soroka settled 
down to listen. Finally, he said,

He 
came to Israel in 1920, and after 
two years of “building roads" he 
was seconded to Kupat Holim and 
helped set up the health organiza- 
tion's first “sick rooms" in Kibbutz 
Ein Harod. It was probably at this 
time that he developed his own phi- 
losophy of building. He was against 
building pavillion-type hospitals, 
scattered over a large area; he 
favoured building solid: constructions 
out of first class material.

It was on this point that he open- 
ly criticized teaching methods at 
the Hebrew University Medical 
School. This school, he said on 
various occasions, trains the student 
to think about research first, the 
patients second. And it was because 
of this that he was largely instru- 
mental in helping to found the Tel 


critically, and then said "Why don't 
you visit that department? You'll 
soon see that the doctors there are 
not making much of an extra ef- 
fort, nor are they putting in extra 
hours. The only ones who suffer 
are the patients.” The solution, he 
thought, was to find more doctors. 

Be was just as critical of the 
disorder in the clinic outside the doc- 
tor’s office.

‘Houses will bring people, 
and Yokne’am needs people 


HAIFA. — “Give us more housing 
so that our town can grow,” the 
council members of Yokne’am, a 
little development town 24 Jon. 
southeast of here, pleaded before 
the press on Monday. The plea was 
addressed to all the Government de- 
partments concerned with develop- 
ment areas, but mainly to the 
Housing Ministry because the town's 
shortage of homes is the main ob- 
stacle to population increase. 

Council chairman Tan Gavriely 
explained that for nine years Yok- 
ne’am had been unable to take in 
immigrants. Young people from ur- 
ban areas asked to settle there had 
to be turned away. Not even the 
hope of housing could be held out 
to them. Fifty local young couples 
had registered for public housing, 
but the official quota was only 16 
to 20 homes 8. year. 

Mr. Gavriely said he had several 
times appealed to the Housing Min- 
ister and his senior officials. How- 
ever, Yokne’am’s entire share of 
national home construction this year 
was 24 homes. “The official view, 
Mr. Gavriely said, is that a little 
town becomes viable when it has 
& population of 10,000, and ours has

only 4,000... Mr. Sharef says he has 
only so much money and so many 
homes to distribute and the cake 15 
not big enough to give us more. 

“Yet our town 18 attractive. It has 
good alr, good water and woods... 
We're thinking even of developing 
tourist facilities.” 

Mr. Gavriely, an energetic young 
man who is deeply concerned with 
the welfare of his town, pointed 
out that the Ministerial Economic 
Committee had classified Yokne'am 
as one of the five development towns 
in need of further economic deve- 
lopment.

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THE SECOND VETO 


ik is too early to predict whether 

᾿ the American veto cast early 
this week in the Security Council 
foreshadows 9 major change in 
U.S. operational policy at the 
U.N. It is also difficult to ascer- 
tain whether the move was in 
the nature of an instinctive reac- 


‘tion to the Munich horror and 


Sino-Soviet cynicism or a cal- 
culated re-appraisal of American 
moves in the Seerrity Council, 
especially after the admission of 
the People's Republic of China. 
There is a strong case to be 
made for the use of the Amer- 
ican veto, after years of re- 
straint, ss a reaction to Chine’s 
presence in this important U.N. 
body. The United States is fully 
aware of the fact that China's 
prestige took a leap forward on 
her admission to the U.N. with 
& permanent seat in the Security 
Council. Even at a time of rap- 
prochement between Washington 
and Peking, Mr. Nixon cannot 
easily see China as well as the 
Soviet Union using their veto 
freely in pursuit of their aims, 
and let the U.S. take a back 
seat. Both the United States and 
the Soviet Union are fully aware 
of the potential dangers inherent 
in China's veto. Russia, already 
committed to the Arab side, 
cannot let them down. Now, 
Russia also cannot be less ex- 
treme than China. Thus China 
is in a position to call the shots. 
This, America cannot permit. 
The American veto was also 
a rebuke to the Security Council 
for its procedure. Instead of 
being summoned for an emerg- 
ency meeting by the Secretary- 
General, to whom the U.N. Char- 
ter has given such power if he 


deems peace is threatened, the 
et ger waited until it brah called

Syria, following the Israeli an 
strike at terrorist bases. This 
imeongruity was too much for 
Ambassador Bush. 


The Arab-sponsored wave of 
terror does present a clear threat 
to international peace, but with 
a difference. This time the vic- 
tim is not only Israel, but West- 
ern Europe, Japan and the Amer- 
ican Hemisphere. Arab terrorists 
and their comrades in the various 
local anarchist groups have be- 
come a major headache for many 
govern ents. The prmeent situa- 

nm involves Israel first of all, 
but it also concerns all govern- 
ments who can no longer shrug 
off the problem onto the shoulders 
of other nations. As long as all 
threats were directed at Jews 
and Israelis it was tempting to 
blame Israel for rigidity and in- 
transigence in seeking a solu- 
tion to the Arab-Israel conflict. 
Now that the disease has spread, 
as it was bound to do, a more 
realistic and more honest 
— view will have to be taken. 

Instead of waiting until Syria 
called the Council, it should have 
been Secretary-General Wald- 
heim's task to demand that the 
Council take action against 
terror and not wait for the Gen- 
eral Assembly to deal with it. 
Perhaps in view of this attitude 
which tended to treat the matter 
gravity, the Um 
gravity, mit 
moved to veto a Somali 
resolution which did not mention 
Israel by neme. Mr. Nixon has 
also indicated his displeasure 
with the lax anti-terror measures 
taken by Western European 
nations. 

But we shall have to wait and

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) voices 
the fear that if the shock aroused 
by the Munich murder is allowed 
to die down, the world’s repulsion 
against terrorism might also 
dwindle, Accordingly, the paper 
calls for fighting Arab terrorism to 
the end.

The 
fact that the Government of Israel 
is returning to its ranks a person 
who attempted to delay and under- 
mine the processes of a police in- 
vestigation surrounding the Netivei 
Neft affair, and was responsible for 
the scandal 6f the exorbitant lawy- 
ers’ fees, proves the rulers’ insen- 
sitivity to public opinion.” 


Hatzofe (National Religious) 
welcomes the Justice Minister's re- 
turn, saying that there is no ac- 
ceptable reason to fault efther the 
Prime Minister's move or Mr. Sha- 
piro’s decision to heed her appeal. 
But for the re-appointment of Sha- 
piro, current legislation may well 
have been harmed. The paper ac- 
cordingly praises the Prime Minister 
for having initiated his return to the 
Cabinet. 


Al-Anba (official Arabic-language 
dally) expresses surprise at the 
Arab position on the Munich mas- 
sacre, noting that the radio and 
the press in Egypt, Syria and Le- 
banon seem to expect the world to 
applaud the terrorist outrage dn- 
stead of denouncing it.

[THs great Sino-Soviet quarrel has

as socialism “rank among the most 
vicious falsifications of bourgecis 
propaganda.” 

LEAKS ANNOY MOSCOW 

Nothing has more annoyed the 
Russians recently than the Chinese 
leaks in recent weeks to Western 
media about the “crimes” of Lin 
Piao, as a traitor to China who was 
in the service of Moscow and had 
the intention— with Soviet backing 
—of assassinating the Great Helms- 
man himself. This is especially gall- 
ing for the Russians, who last year 
took the calculated risk of leaking 
to the same imperialist organs of 
falsification the story of Lin ‘Piao’s 
death in an air crash in Mongolia, 
apparently on his way to seek re- 
fuge in the Soviet Union. Somehow 
the Chinese have managed to use the 
game story and make it more dam- 
aging to Russia than to China.

Al Ahram urged 2 ten-nation 
Arab League committee charged to 
draw out 4 joint Arab plan to con- 
front Israel, to discuss means to 
confront the U.S. 

“Al Ahram” M Editor Ali 
Hamdi Gammal made the call in 
an editorial and said “America will 
continue her policy of support to 
Israel as long as.she has no fear 
for her interests in the Arab area.” 

He said all previous events have 
affirmed that American interests in 
the ‘Arab world were safeguarded 
“despite all the crimes she (Amer- 
ica) committed against the Arabs.” 

Gammal said Arab weapons to con- 
front America were known and dis- 
cussed several times in the past 
and accused unnamed Arab coun- 
tries of “completely ignoring the 
role America is playing in the area,’ 

The English-language - Egyptian 
Gazette urged the Arabs to draw 
out 8. joint plan of action “making 
the US. their principal goal in an 
attempt to change the current status 
of mno-peace and no-war in the 
Middle East.” 

The newspaper saki the U.S. 15 
the “Arabs' number one enemy and 
is responsible for the continuous 
Israeli occupation of Arab terri- 
tories.” 

It said every Arab plan to combat 
the U.S. should have “a purely eco- 
nomic aspect, because the economic 
weapon is the only weapon by 
which the Arabs can achieve vic- 
tory over the U.S." 

The Beirut Arab nationalist news- 
paper Ai-Moharrer said yesterday 
that Uganda's President Idi Amin 
was right when he said in a cable 
to U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim that the Israelis should settle 
down in Britain. 

“Bven those who regard with 
disapproval some of Ugandan Pre- 
sident Idi Amin’s statements admit 
to themselves that his declarations 
have a special impact — they are 
spontaneous and 8. fact
